Orrawa, April 4.—In the Commons Mr. Cart-
wright, a prominent member of the Opposition,
moved am address o the Quacen respecting the
withdrawal of troops and munitions of war from
this country. He considered the policy of the
Imperial Government a wise one in general,but,
with exceptional circnmmtances in regard to
Canada, he regarded as warranting a different
couree.

He thought Mr. Beott’s murder should have
been treated in the same mauvner by the Impe-
rial anthorities as the cases of the Abysinian
captures; bat in this matter, as in that of

Fenlan Rald
clalme, and In correspondence generally, he
aneeerted that the Imperial authorities were cool
and indifferent concerning the interests of
Canada. After referring to the subject of inde-
pendence, which he desired to keep in the back-
ground, he concluded by moving an address to
the effect that, while fully recognizing the daty

of Canada to maintain military defenses, and |

expressing no opinion in opposition to
The Imperial Policy,

in view of the peculiar and analogons position
of the Dominion, conterminous for thousanda of
miles with powerful Stales, mane of whose in-
babitants are notorionsly actuated by sentiments
of bitter hostility to the British empire, we
cannot byt teel that the withdrawal of troops
is calculated to excite much
in the minds of many of her Majesty's subjects
on this continent.

Bir George E. Cartier said, as his address ex-
pressed generally the wishes of the Government
they would not oppose it, but he reminded the
mover that there were garrisons at Quebec and
Halifax.

OGROUND FOR THE ALLEGATIONS AGAINST
THE PUBLIC BUILDINGR COMMIRSION,
Yesterday, at the meeting of the Pablio
Buildings Commisgion, the committes autho-
rized to investigate as Lo the truth of eceriain
charges made by the Hrening Bulletin thus
reported: —

Prartavevraia, April 4, —To the Commis.-
sionera for the Lrection of Puablic Buildings:
—The speeial committee appointed at the last
meeling of the commissioners, under the re-
golution, of which a copy is annexed, to in-
vestigate the charges made in the Heening
Bulletin with respect to one of the commis-
sioners, respeoctfully report that the Heening
Bulletin, in their issue of March 8—the day
after the appointment of the committes—hav-
ing named Mr. John Rtice as the commissioner
referred to in the article of Febroary 28,
which article declares the charge therein con-
tained to be made, ‘“‘so far as careful investi-
gation has verified the statement, npon good
and sufficient ground,” the committes called
upon the proprietors of the Hulletin to ascer-
tain the facts upon which the charge was
made. The committee annex to this report
all the correspondence which passed on the
subject between themselves and the Bulletin,
except a note from Mr. Francis Wells, one of
the editors, dated March 22, 1871, addressed
to Mr. Wetherill, and marked *‘personal,”
although the note to which it purports to be a

| reply was from the committes,

They annex also the minntes made of the
several interviews had by the committee with
various persons whose names were suggested
to them. The commissioners can judgefrom
these doonments whether or net the efforts
of the committes to discharge the duty en-
trusted to them were met with that frankness
apd straightforward reception, on the part of
the HDulletin, which there was a right to ex-

| pect, after the voluntary and almost defiant

challenge on the part of that paper to have
the investigation made.

The name of the ‘“‘individual” or ““proposed
sgent,” alleged in the article in the Dulletin
of February 28, to have been approached by
a commissioner to purchase votesof members
of Select Council, was denied to the commit.
tee, though mentioned by Mr. Wells in an in-
terview nonEht by bhim with Mr. Cuyler, one
of its members, cn the 17th of March, the
day prior to Mr. Wells’ note to the committee,
repeating in effect his refusal to give them
the name of the party referred to. The com-
mittee have seen Mr. Thomas W. Price, Mr.
James McManes, and Mr. William H. Kembls,
the only individuals whose names weres sug-
gested to them as able to give information,
or as any way likely to know anything about
the matier. It will be seen from the minutes
of the interviews of the committee with these
gentlemen that they declined to give any in-
formation, except Mr. Price, who merely re-

eated what bhe bad communicated to the Hul-
¢lin a8 to what he had been told by the ‘‘sup-
posed agent,” whom, however, he declined to
naine.

It further appears that the alleged fact of
such a proposal baving been made rests
solely on the allegations of the ‘‘supposed
agent” himself, as reported by others, since
po one was suggested or referred to as having
been present and overheard it, As Mr, Wells
himself remarked, such things were
not usually dome in the presence
of others. 'The “‘supposed agent” is reported
by others as considerin¥ the matter as me-
rious, which puts him (if the fact be so) in
the more than equivocal position of un-
blushingly acknowledging that he himself
first suggested the purchase of votes by in-
quiring bow much was given for them, If
t&:is be his account of the matter (and all the
information the committes could get was at
second-bhand), it cannet be regarded as em-
titled to much weight.

It is further to be observed that all infor-
wation as to the source from which the ful-
letin derived the ground for the assertion in
the issue of the 8th of March, that Mr. Rice
was the commissioner referred to, has been
studionsly oconcealed from the committee.
Mr. Rice's name was not mentioned by any
one of the parties to whom your committes
was referred; but, on the coutrary, they em-
phatically denied baving mentioned the name
of any commissioner.

Thers is no evidence whatever upon which
the committee can report that there is any
truth in the charge madl:':o If such evidenoe
existed, it was in the power of the Bulletin,
according to their own account, to give it, or
to indicate whether it could be had.

The commitiea think that no comment is
needed. The facts nttending their efforts to
investigate the charge are their own best
comment,

The committee respectfully ask to be dis-
charged from the further consideration of
